In certain areas 
of France and Belgium, the allies are 
taking a vigorous offensive, but it Is too 
early yet to predict that Germany will 
not renew her smashing tactics in an ef-

GERMANS RENEW ATTACKS. 


French 
Claim 
Repulse 
of 
Troops 
Kaiser at One Point.

Paris, Nov. 9.—(2:57 P- m.)—^he offi- 
cial announcement 
given out by 
the 
French war office this afternoon says 
the German offensive has been renewed 
at Dixmude and in the region of Ypres 
and that to the southeast of Ypres all 
the German attacks have been repulsed. 


The text of the commumication fol- 
lows : 


"On our left wing the Germans have

ment on Dixmudo and in tho region of 
Ypres. 
Particularly to the southeast

where repulsed.

Carranza has issued at Cordoba a de- 
cree promising that the import and oth- 
er taxes collected at Vera Cruz by the 
Americans since tliey have been in con- 
trol of that seaport will not be levied 
again by the Mexicans after the Ameri- 
can evacuation.

Five hundred of these pictures 
are arranged in convenient albums for 
the inspection of visitors, the remainder 
being framed and otherwise displayexi 
about the car. 


Exhibits of Fruit. 


There are numerous exhibits of actual 
products. 
Peaches and fruits are shown 
as upon the tree, the branch and leaves 
accompanying the fruit. 
Hay, grainu, 
potatoes, etc., are all shown just ae 
marketed. 
Each exhibit bears the name 
of the grower and gives the data as to 
when the crop was planted, conditions 
under which harvested 
and price for 
which marketed. 
All exhibits are 1914 
products, selected at random from vari- 
ous sections of the state.

IS FARAWAY 


Next Session Not Likely to 
Pass Presidential 
Measure. 


WILSON IS STILT. 


IN FAVOR OP IT 


But Many Contingencies Op- 
perate Against Early 
Action. 


\^'ashington, Nov. 9.—President Wil- 
son does not expect a presidential pri- 
mary law to be passed during the next 
session of congress, and some democratic 
leaders do not believe one can be enact- 
ed to be effective in 1916. 
In his mes- 
sage 
to congress 
last 
December 
the 
president urged 
that such 
a law 
be 
passed immediately and expressed hope 
that there would be a general agree- 
ment to it. 
He is known to still favor 
a primary laAV, but investigation 
has 
impressed on him the difficulties of the 
technical details. 


The chief difficulty 
encountered 
by 
the president has been that of gaining m 
date 
for 
the 
presidential 
primaries. 
Primaries 
now are held 
on different 
dates in the states and the question 
has been whether the legislatures can 
change the state primary dates before 
li)lG. 
Separate state and national pri- 
maries, lie has been told, would prove 
very expensive. 


Jio Work on Message Yet. 


The ])resident has not yet begun work 
on his next message to congress but it 
is considered doubtful whether he will 
mention the presidential primary ques- 
tion. 
He is expected to dwell on the 
necessity for economy in appropriations 
and to urge the passage of tho Philip- 
pine bill, the Alexander ship purchase 
bill and several remaining conservation 
measures. 


Presidential primaries, 
rural 
credits, 
railway securities and other 
questions 
are expected to be left over because of 
the brief duration of the session. 
The 
president now has no intention of call- 
ing an extra 
session 
after March 4. 
The general expectation of 
democratic 
leaders is that presidential primaries al- 
reiuly provided 
for in 
a 
number 
of 
states, will play an important part i" 
^he 1910 campaign, but that the 
final 
choice of the party nominees will be 
madè again at conventions. 


The administration was endorsed at 
several 
democratic

conventions 
prior to the congressional elections, and 
the friends of the president are already 
at work with his re-nomination in mind.

Ever 
since Edward Bellamy wrote his inspiring 
novel, ''Looking Backward,'" there liave been attempts 
to get folks to pool their kitchens and "housekeep" co- 
operatively. It's all very easy, on paper—one central 
plant, with expert cooks; th(^ hcnent of wholesale buying, 
and the best equipment and ease for worried wives. The 
trouble has been that ,iii eating, iriost of us are individual- 
• ists. "What is one's meat mav be another's poison—we 
want our meals exact!}' iitted to our several tastes, which 
means that we thiuk they must ])c home-cooked. Hence 
the Bellani}' plan hasn't prospered. 


But now, in Montclair, N. J., a co-operative feeding 
scheme has IK^CII designed to meet this handicap of the 
past. If you were a member of the Monclair jrroup and 
didn't wish to wiilk to the dining-room at the central 
cooking plant, you could 'phone or mail in a special oi'der, 
covering any kind of dish or dishes you like, and have it 
delivered, piping hot, in thermos bottles, at the right 
time, with a serving maid to boot—provided 3^ou felt un- 
able to feed yourself. The cost? Well, we shall probably 
know more about that after the scheme has been tried out. 
The promoters claim, though, that the cost wnll be less for 
equal quality than the cost of separate kitchens. 


Perhaps it can w^ork; who k n o w s A generation ago 
-you'd hardly have thought that many schoolhouses and 
factories, to say nothing of office buildings and apartment 
houses, w^ould one day have lunchrooms, feeding hundreds 
to thousands daily at often surpiishigly low prices. 
In 
those days each pupil or worker who didn't go home at 
noon brought his or her separate "snack" and ate it cold. 
The present elaborate feeding arrangements are a form 
of co-operative housekeeping which has been forced into 
success by modem needs—and mostly because men have 
tackled the job on a business-like basis, developing high 
efficiency. 
the quick lunchroom to the Montclair 


plan is not, therefore, a long step; and we may be sure 
that it will be taken generally whenever women really 
wish to give up their little private kitchens and their sense 
of domestic sway. 


In one of the cities—luckily not our own—a rich 
young man, married and a father, ogled a woman so o:ffen- 
sively in a car that she plu(^ked up courage to have him ar- 
rested. He gave a false name, worked a pull and gotiiway 
ecot free, because his attorney told the julge that, if the 
facts came out, the man's "beautiful family life" would^ 
be ruined. The woman J^e had annoyed, being sympathe- 
tic and not vindictive, also fell for that bunk and agreed to 
•withdraw the complaint. Xow suppose he had been just 
a rough-necked tramp. 
Would the plea ,of "beautiful 
family life" have saved him'? Nix, likewise nit. • You'll 
probably be glad to leam that a group of w^omen, active in 
public affairs, developments of the suffrage movement, 
heard of this abuse of justice and have taken after the 
erring judge with a club. A generation ago such a court 
outrage would have got by without a whimper of protest. 
Now it's a notorious scandal and the judge is abjectly 
promising never to do the like again. Things are improv- 
ing, you see, thanks mostly to public-spirited women. 


The proposal for the erection of an assembly hall 
building under an aiTangement by*which the county would 
bear tw^-thu'd the expense is all very fine except that the 
probability is strongly against its sanction by the voters of 
the various townships.

campaign up to the present time. 


Too Early for yrefllctlons. 


It is mere speculation, of course, to say 


that Germany may be forcoS forthwith 
to retire from Belgium, or even cease her 
offensive in this arena. In certain areas 
of France and Belgium, the allies are 
taking a vigorous offensive, bat it is too 
early yet to predict that Germany will 
not renew her smashing tactics in an ef- 
fort to break through the line and that 
there will not be much hard fighting 
around Ypres.

Belgium probably would be very slow,

GERMANS RENEW ATTACKS. 


Today's War News 


Given in Summary. 


Three points stand out In the news 


of the great war. In Flanders the 
Germans, undaunted by past failures 
to break through to the Straits of 
Dover, have launched their expected 
new attack, regarded by the allies as 
their supreme effort. 


In Russian Poland the Rnasian 


armies are pushing 
forward 
with 


surprising speed threatening the Ger- 
mans on home soil. 


From Tokio comes tne report that 


a Japanese army may be sent to the 
west to take its part with the Brit- 
ish, French and Belgians in the 
struggles on the battlefield* of Eu- 
rope. 


Military observers believe the war 


has entered upon a crucial stage and 
that the next week may mark a defi- 
nite turn in the course of events. 
In French opinion the Germans must 
either win their way to the English 
channel or fall hack. 


For that reason particular interest 


attached to today's 
official French 


statement, which indicated the be- 
ginning of the onslaught for which 
the Germans have been preparing 
during the lull of the last few days. 
Fresh troops and new guns from the 
Krupp works have been rushed to 
the line of battle from 
Dixmude 


southward across the French border 
to Arras. 


The Germans hare struck their 


first blows at Dixmude and in the 
region of Ypres, the French war office 
announces that their attacks have 
been repulsed. 


The rapid clearing of 
Germans 


from Russian Poland has lent to the 
eastern campaign a degree of inter- 
est no less than which attaches to 
the fighting in the west. 
Unofficial 


reports from Petrograd indicate the I 
vast Russian military organization is 
under way and that the German and 
Austrian armies are being opposed 
with enormous Russian . forces. Ber- 
lin admits that the Russians are 
now well beyond tie river Warthe, 
which ~ roughly marks the eastern 
boundary of Germany.

cicnt oxygen to sustain fish life and fish 
cannot live without oxygen. 


Samples Are Taken. 


Sometime ago the game warden took 


from the river at the point where the 
refuse is emptied into the stream from 
the. beet sugar plant at Decatur a sam- 
ple of the water. 
A sample wa« also 


taken from a point up the river. The 
examination by the state chemist re- 
vealed that the water at the point wuore 
the refuse is emptied into the river is 
badly polluted with soured vegetation, 
while the water taken from up tho river 
is pure. 


"We gave them nil the chance in the 


world to correct this matter" last fall," 
Mr. Fleming declared. "They wouldn't 
do anything nnd now wo are going to 
make them." 


Same -Thing Last Fall. 


Mr. Fleming «tated that this same 


thing happened last year shortly after 
the beet sugar factory commenced op- 
erations. The same

plant. He feels that the analysis by 
thc state chemist is suflicient to result 
in a conviction.

to dispose of its refuse every fish in the 
St. JIary's river will be killed. Fish of 
almost every kind found in this sectio'n, 
including bass,

and sucker*, 


have been seen. 


Under this condition it is not b5lievi?d 


to be advisable to eat these fish. TTio 
same poison that resulted in the des.h 
of the fish might not be well on tha Ira* 
man system, EO it is believed best not

Co-opemiive Housekeeping. 


Ever since Edward Bellamy wrote his insphing 


Hovel, "Looking Backward,- there have been attempts 
to get folks to pool their kiti-hens and "housekeep" co- 
operatively. It's all veiy easy, on paper— one central 
plant, with expert cooks; the benefit of wholesale buying, 
and the best equipment and ease for worried wives. The 
trouble has been that .in eating, most of us are individual- 
ists. What is one's meat may bo another's poison— we 
•want our meals exactly fitted to our several tastes, which 
means that we think they must be home-cooked. Hence 


.' the Bellamy plan hasn't prospered. 


But now, in Montclair, N. J., a co-operative feeding 


scheme has been designed to meet this handicap of the 
past. If you were a member of the Monclair croup and 


. didn't wish to walk to the dining-room at the ccuthil 


cooking plant, you could 'phone or mail in a special order, 
covering any kind of dish or dishes you like, and have it 
delivered, piping hot, in thermos bottles, at the right 
time, with a serving maid to boot—provided you felt un- 
able to feed yourself. The cost? Well, we shall probably 
know more about that after the. scheme has been tried out. 
The promoters claim, though, that the cost will be less for 
equal quality than the cost of separate kitchens. 


Perhaps it can work; who knows? A generation ago 


you'd hardly have thought that many sclioolhonscs and 
factories, to say nothing of office buildings and apartment 
houses, would one day have lunchrooms, feeding hundreds 
to thousands daily at often surprisingly low prices. 
In 


• those days each pupil or worker who didn't go home at 
noon brought Ms or her separate "snack" and ate it cold. 
The present elaborate feeding arrangements are a form 
of co-operative housekeeping which has been forced into 
success by modern needs — and mostly because men have 
tackled the job on a business-like basis, developing high 
efficiency. From the quick lunchroom to the Moniclair 
plan is not, therefore, a long step; and wo may be sure 
that it will be taken generally whenever women really 
wish to give up theirlittle private kitchens and their sense 
of domestic sway. 


In one of the cities— luckily not our own — a rich 


young man, married and a father, ogled a woman so offen- 
sively in a car that she plucked up courage to have him ar- 
rested. He gave a false name, worked a pull and got away 
scot free, because his attorney told the julge that, if the 
facts came out, the man's "beautiful family life" would 
be ruined. The woman he had annoyed, being sympathe- 
tic andnot vindictive, also foil for that bunk and agreed to 
withdraw the complaint. Xow suppose he had been just 
a rough-necked tramp. Would the plea of "beautiful 
family life "have saved him? Nix, likewise nit. You'll 
probably be glad to learn that a group of women, active in 
public affairs, developments of the suffrage movement, 
heard of this abuse of justice and have taken after the 
erring judge with a club. A generation ago such a court ' 
outrage would have got by without a whimper of protest. 
Now it's a notorious scandal and the judge is abjectly 
promising never to do the like again. Tilings arc improv- 
ing, you see, thanks mostly to public-spirited women.
